Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 24— A meeting 


of the national executive committee of 
the United mine workers, whose men 
have been on strike for five weeks, be- 
gan today, and is the most important 
since the strike was inaugurated. 


This meeting it is believed will take 


positive action! whether the strike will 
be declared off at a certain time. 


The leaders are awaiting official ah- 


nouncement by the big coal companies. 
The Lackawana is guaranteeing 10 per 
cent advance until April. 


Hazleton, Pa,, Oct. 24.—The Delaware, 


Jjackawanna, and Western and the Del- 
"fcware and Hudson, the Hillside Coal and 
Iron (the Erie), and the Lehigh and 
"VVilkesba/rre Coal companies, through 
their general superintendents, yesterday 
agreed upon an additional notice as to 
the 10 percent increase. The same will 
be posted at once and will help to settla 
the great coal strike speedily. 


President Mitchell's statement in a 


speech at Pottsville yesterday, that he 
believed the strike would be ended by 
nest Monday if all the operators posted 
notices guaranteeing- the 10 percent ad- 
vance until April 1, was received here 
with much pleasure by the mine workers 
and the mine officials. 
It is believed 


that nothing will now intervene to delay 
the ending of the contest, which has 
run more than five weeks. 


The crowd in attendance at Pottsvills 


was estimated at nearly GOOD. 
President 


Mitchell's most important utterance, 
bearing directly on the ending of tha 
strike, was as follows: 


"I believe it will be but a few days 


longer until the operators in the Hazel- 
ton, Lackawanna and Wyoming valleys 
will consent to post notices agreeing to 
pay the 10 percent increase in wages until 


April 1. I believe that if you sTanft to- 
gether the rest of this w.cek, by Monday 
at the least you can return to work with 
everything v, on you struck for." 


President Mitchell then made a plea 


that all miners remain loyal to the or- 
ganization after the contest is over, just 
63 they are doing now. 


President Mitchell was asked on his 


arrival here from Pottsviile, on what hfc 
based his belief that the strike would 
end with this i\eek, but he declined to 
•ay anything other than the proposition 
of the miners was «o fair that he could 
see no valid, reason why the operators 
ihould not accept. 
The national presi- 


dent was much pleased when he learned 
that the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, the Delaware and Hudson, tha 
Lehigh and TVllkesbarre and the Hill- 
side companies had sigaified( their will- 
ingness to pay the 10 percent increase 
until April 1. He also expressed satis- 
faction that the Forest Mining company, 
whose men have been on strike since 
January, -had accsded' to the demand* 
President Mitchell declined to say wh#.t 
course would be pursued If on* or mora 
companies refused to guarantee the pay» 
ment of the increase until April 1. 


A meeting of the national executive 


board of the United Mine Workers of 
America, and the ofllcers of the thre« 
anthracite districts, will be held here to-. 
. day, for the purpose, Mr. Mitchell says,- 
of thoroughly canvassing the situation. 
He would not say whether the conference 
would take any positive action looking 
towards the calling oft of the strifes. If 
any action will be taken, ha said, It 
would depend entirely upon •what the 
canvass would show. 
In answer to an« 


other question, the labor leader said he 
•* uld not take the responsibility upon 
himself 
of calling off the strike, but 


would rather have the national board 
vote.upon the question.

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BANK ROBBED OF $700,000

Tirst National of Hew York Had Great 
Faith in Teller ilvord. Has Now Gone 


j and May Have Fled to South America 


1 New York, Oct. 24,—Shortly before'the' 
Hose of business In V, all street yesterday 
there was a rumor current to the effect 
that one of the employes of one of the 
leading banks in the city had defaulted 
to a large amount. 
Later it was an- 


nounced that Charles L. Alvord, Jr., note 
teller of the First National bank, was a 
fugitive and a defaulter to the extent of 
J700.000. 
The announcement ot the de- 


falcation created the utmost excitement 
in the financial districts of the city, but 
the stability of the First National and a 
statement issued by the bank had a 
quieting effect. 


Alvord had been with the bank for 


20 years, and was one of the most trusted 
men in the institution. 
His steadings} 


extended over a Ions period, but there 
\vas no suspicion of the truth until 10 
days ago, when he sent word that he was 
ill at his home. After he had been away 
for a day or two, the bank put experts 
at work and some irregularities were 
found.

One story is that 


he loat $75,000 in one deal, but what the 
deal was is not stated. It has be«n dis- 
covered that during the summer Al- 
vord visited Saratoga, where he spent 
money like a prince. 
He rented a cot- 


tage, kept a stable of fine horse* and, be- 
sides playing the races, is said, to have 
frequented gambling houses. 
If these 


•tories are true Alvord displayed en- 
tirely different characteristics than those 
he showed at home. In this city he was 
kncuwn as a man of very regular habits. 
Among his associates' he was looked up 
to, and on Wall street was known as 
"Happy Alvord," because of his cheery 
rnanneir. 
His home waa in one of the 


most aristocratic sections of the sub- 
urb of Mount Vernon. 
It is surrounded 


by luxurious grounds and there are ex- 
tensive stables. 


Alvord has long been considered one of 


the most prominent men of the town. 
His family entertained lavishly and gave 
large sums to charity. 
He stood high 


In church circles, and hia wife ia consid- 
ered one of the most beautiful women in 
iMoxint Vernon. 


Invitations had been sent out for a 


grand dinner at the Alvoxd home last 
Tuesday night. On the day set for the din- 
ner messengers recalled the invitations.

I will have It so ar- 
ranged that It can be flooded with wa- 
ter, making a stagecraft, vessel look 
jnighty realistic. If necessary, I will 
be able to run a locomotive on that 
Btage. W.hen the building is complet- 
ed, it will be larger by some 5,000 feet 
than the Olympia, on Long Acre 
equare. The main entrance will be on 
Thirty-fourth street. In all probabili- 
ty the melodramas produced at the 
Drury Lare, in London, in the future 
Will find their way to the stage of the 
Drury Lane in New York. No ar:e is 
financially interested In this latest un- 
Hertaklng but myself. Bccau.se of my

pole or never show his face In New- 
York again," said William Zlegler the , 
other day to a correspondent of the 
New York Herald. "I have studied his 
plan, and I believe it Is feasible.

"We have some negotiations on," said 


Mr. Baldwin, "which might be upset 
by premature publicity. We shall have 
unlimited means, and everything possi- 
ble to add to the comfort of the mem- 
bers of the party will be provided.

MEMORIAL DAY AT SEA. 
TWO COINCIDENCE STORIES. 


Hereatter It Will Be 


Observed Iii llie Nnvy. 


On board Uncle Sam's warships at 


present the only legal holidays observ- 
ed are •Washington's birthday and In- 
dependence day, but a third Is to be 
added, Memorial day, says the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger. Although the 
extra day for the jackies has been de- 
creed by the secretary of the nav-y, the 
credit for establishing it justly belongs 
to Noval post. No. 400, department of 
Pennsylvania, which at a meeting held 
July 25 adopted resolutions urging 
Prcsidaiit McKlnley to issue an order 
directing that Memorial day be regu- 
larly and ceremoniously observed on 
board every vessel in the navy. Com- 
mander Frank Robinson of the post 
forwarded a copy of the resolutions to 
the president, who in turn transmitted 
them to the navy department. The re- 
sult of this action is shown by the fol- 
lowing copy of a letter received by 
Commander Eobinson from Secretary 
Long: 


NAVT DEPAKTMKST, WASHINHTOS, Oct. S. 


Sir — Replying to your letter ot Aug. 4 last, re- 


ceived by the department Sept. 20, inclosing a 
resolution which has been adopted by Naval post, 
No. iOO, G. A. R., requesting the president of thft 
United States -to issua »n order to the secretary 
of the navy directing the observance of ILiy 30 — 
Memorial day— as a holiday on board all ships of 
the navy and at naval stations, you are informed 
thst the judge advocate general of the navy, to 
whom your lett'e? *vas referred, reports as fol- 
lows: 


"In article 177, paragraph 1, Navy Regulation! 


of 1696, quoted in ihe within reeolution. May 30 — 
Memorial daj — is not designated as a holiday. 
May SO is, however, by law a national holiday, 
•nd the Regulations of 1000, article 180, para- 
graph 1, prescribe that it shall be regarded as 
cuch on board ship and at naval stations, but 
that only the Ays specified in article 177, para- 
graph 1— viz, Feb. 22 and July 4— shall be ob- 
served ceremoniously. 
'In my opinion it is most fit that May B0-^th« 


day set apart by the congress and the states gen- 
erally in memory of those deceased patriots who 
fought for the preservation of the Union— should 
be observed on board ship and at naval stations 
with appropriate ceremonies, aa in the ca*c of 
Feb. 22 and July 4, and it is recommended that 
article 177, paragraphs 1 and 3, be amended ac- 
cordingly. This, I believe, would be best effected 
by inserting the new date. Hay 30, therein and 
rearranging the dates in chronological order, aa 
follows : 
" '(1) On the 23d of February, 30th of May and 


4th of July every ship of the navy in commii- 
sloa,' etc.

"Under the rule of the department that ib* j 


jesrulations are subject to amendment semianrmil- 
ly unless necessity requires a more frequent issue, 
it is suggested that this change be embodied in 
the general order to be promulgated on Jan. 1 
next, with such other other changes ts have been 
or may in the meantime be authorized by the de- 
partment." 


In view of the foregoing report of the Judge ad- 


vocate general the department has directed that 
the change in the navy regulations therein sug- 
gested be embodied in the general .order to bs 
promulgated Jan: 1 nert, as above stated.

you will see, rnis change in the regulations will 
fully provide for the proper observance of Me- 
morial day on board ship and at narval stations 
with appropriate ceremonies.

• The Malay is a firm believer in the I 
efficacy of charms. He wears amulets, 
places written words of magic in houses 
and sports a tiger's claw as a preventive 
of disease. If he it specially primitive 
and backwoodsy, when he'enters a forest 
he says: "Go to the right, all my enemies 
and assailants'! May you not look upon 
me; let me walk alone!" 
To allay a 


storm he says: "The elephants collect, 
they wallow across the sea. Go to the 
right, go to the left, I break the tempest." 
When about to begin an elephant hunt, 
according to Thompson, he uses this 
charm: "The elephant trumpets, he wal- 
lows across the lake. The pot boils, the 
pan boilg across the point. Go to the left, 
go to the right, spirit of grandfather (the 
elephant); I loose the fingers upon the 
bowstring." 


The Malay believes in witches and 


witchcraft. There is the bottle imp, the j 
Polong, wbieh feeds on its owner's blood ' 
till the time comes for it to take posees- j 
sion of an enemy. Then there is a horrid i 
thing, the Penangnlan, which possesses j 
women. Frequently it leaves its rightful I 
abode to fly away at night to feed on j 
blood, faking tbe form of the bead and 
i 


intestines of the person it inhabited, in 
which shape it wanders around. 


Such beliefs ^may perhaps have their 


origin in metempsychosis, which in other 
ways has some foothold among the com- 
mon people. For instance, elephants and 
tigers are believed sometimes to be hu- 
man souls in disguise, and so the Malay 
addresses them' ns "grandfather" to allay 
their wrath and avoid direct reference to 
them. Croeodil«s also are often regarded 
as cacrefl, and special charms are nsed 
in fishing for them. One such, given by 
Maxwell, is as follows: "Ob, Daugsari, , 
lotus flower, receive what I send thee. 
If thou reoeivest it .not, may thy eyes be 
torn out."—R. Clyde Ford in Popular 
Science Monthly.

In an Interview tb» oth#r day with 


the London correspondent of the New 
York Sun regarding his challenge for 
the America's cup, Sir Thomas Lfptou 
said that he had challenged for tha 
best three out of five races. There vas 
no need for further negotiations. The 
conditions were exactly the same aa 
those of last year's races with the 
exception of the ones mentioned. Re- 
garding the New York Yacht club's 
mention of accidents, Sir Thomas said 
he would consider that at once. He 
thought it would be satisfactory. 
Ho 


believed It meant that if there was an 
accident to either 'boat the other must 
sail over the course iu the specified 
time before it was declared a winner. 


With reference to the request of the 


New York Yacht club that the time of 
starting the races be extended to 2 
o'clock In the afternftou. Sir Thomas 
said it was wholly a question of tho 
state of tho wind at the time of the 
start, if the wind was light, the race 
could not be finished in the time limit, 
though nt Sandy Hook a. bieeze some- 
times arose quickly, allowing a race to 
be finished. Sir Thomas said he would 
like to know if there would be plenty 
of light to llnish the races if the time 
•was extended. Altogether he consid- 
ered the suggestion a reasonable one, 
and he thought be would accept it, 


Sir Thomas added that G. L. Watson 


•would design his new yacht. 
The 


building contract has not yet been al- 
lotted. Continuing, be said: 


"We will build this time up to the 


limit of 90 feet, though Shamrock I 
was a few inches less. I believe thla 
will increase the speed very slightly, 
but we mean to take every opportunity 
we can. Shamrock I never was prop- 
erly trimmed and never got into proper 
tune, as it were. After her arrival sho 
was ballasted, but her designer wa* 
lying sick. Anyhow Shamrock I never 
was as good as Columbia, however you 
take her. I have stuck to the name 
Shamrock. Win or lose, I want no bet- 
ter. 
The challenger will be the best 


boat ever built in this country. She 
will cost probably proportionally more 
than Shamrock I. One of my chief dif- 
ficulties will be time, as crossing- the 
Atlantic necessitates changing the rig 
twice. We have got to build a boat 
strong enough to^stand a heavy sea, 
which would be all right if we had 
plenty of time, but as the races will 
take place next August you see we 
have not much time to lose." 


Referring to the statement made by 


the New York Herald that he was 
willing to become a poor man again if 
he could "lift" tbe cup, Sir Thomas 
said he could not see why such a state- 
ment was attributed to him. He was 
willing to sacrifice a. lot for the cup, 
but there were other sacrifices than 
mere money. It entailed much care, 
time and thought. It was a serious 
business, because the Herreshoffs were 
people who made it no light task to 
compete with them. He was sure no 
one was better than they as designers. 
They were the brainiest and cleverest 
people. 
It would only be a waste of 


money to build against them unless 
the best possible assistance was receiv- 
ed. Sir Thomas believes that the 
Herresboffe will build a boat that will 
be better than the Columbia, but gays 
they are not so foolish as to tell how 
much better she will be. He added: 


"However, I expect to build a boat 


that will beat tbe Herreshoffs' best 
effort.

sometimes very difficult, evon to a 
pro- 


fessional coc;. The eonurtions that make 
It ea-sy are sometimes absent. Ordinarily 
epoakins, the juices If ft in the pan in 
which a joint is roa-'ed should form the 
basis of a good gravy. 


After the roast has been removed you 


Ehouli «kim off as thoroughly as possihle 
all the grease, ss, if left there, it would 
spoil the best efforts of anyone. If thin 
skimming has left but little juica in the 
pan, a common" way of making a srravy 
!s to set the d:sh on the top of the rant:° 
and dust into the little liquid a 
little 


flour, stirring consta-ntly as it browns, 
until you have a smooth paste. 
Then 


add by de-grces a sufHciemt amount of 
g-ood stock to srivt the quantity and con- 
sistency1 reauired. 


If there Is a reasonable amount of 


juices, you may first add more stock or 
even hot water, if the product of the pan 
is very rich, and then stir hi a 'table- 
spoonful o£ flour or corn starch wet in 
cold waiter. 


If the flour Is well mixed with the 


water and the product is not lumpy, 
there Is no reason why there should be 
lumps in the gravy. 


The color of the rravy depends upon 


ceiveral things. 
If a roast of pork is 


cooked dry, flour being sprinkled over 
the bottom of the pan, 
the flour will 


brown at the outset and will color the 
juices sufficiently to giva you a good 
brown gravy. 


In roasting veal, baste frequently, us- 


ing- at first a half cupful of warm water 
In which a pie»e of butter the size of an 
English walnut has been melted. 
Th'eai 


this with the juices from 
the meat 


should be used for basting. Sufficient of 
this will burn on! the Da,n to brown the 
liquid, which you will -thicken, to the 
consistency desired. 


You wil! find beef and lamb as a rule 


fait enough to co?k qhemselves so far as 
the basting is concerned. 


If your gravy Is not brown enough to 


suit when made as above, you may color 
it in, this way: In a large iron spoon put 
a small piece of buitter. fill up with sugar 
and place the spoon on the coals. The 
heat will melt and color the mixture a 
very dark color and this hastily made 
caramel -will colon the gravy as dark as 
you could wish.—Ed.

When President Hadley of Yale ad- 


Vocated the ostracising of trust mag- 
nates and men who acquired their 
Wealth by questionable methods a howl 
went up, such a, howl as has not yet 
died away. There is an echo of it auiv- 
erfng; still. All of us then had vision 
Of Rockefeller munificence and 
how 


Brown university lost its president be- 
cause of his opinions &..,<! gained hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars after- 
wards. Ncuw-a-daya it is commonplace 
to have institutions of learning behold- 
en to the millionaire for their very 
existence, and, sometimes, teaching a 
political economy acceptable to the 
person from whom they derive their 
lives. It is getting to be a business, 
this running ot educational institutions 
and business methods must be adost- 
ted. But who is prepared for the re- 
velation that there is a university in 
the country built and nourished from 
a tax on saloons! Few, very few, we 
think, if anyone. Yet no less an au- 
thority than the St Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat has this to say regarding the 
Missouri state university: 


"Probably the people of Missouri are 


not aware, in connection with their 
school affairs, that the state university 
building', burned January 9, 1892, was 
rebuilt b" funds raised in an exceed- 
ingly peculiar manner. After the loss 
of the building it was found that not a 
dollar was available 
10 replace it. 


There were several millions belonging 
to the public schools that had been 
manipulated into "certificates of in- 
debtedness," but not a cent of cash 
assets or convertible securities. In this 
emergency the ways and means com- 
mittee of the legislature reconnoitered 
the saloon keepers of the state and 
ascertained that they would stand an 
Increase of state license tax to helo 
out the university. Having satisfied 
themselves that there would be no pro- 
test, the democratic leaders in the le- 
gislature Introduced and railroaded 
through an Increase of the state license 
on saloons from $50 a year to $100 a 
year. The moment the governor's sig- 
nature was appended the ways and 
wans committee reported a bill ap- 
pr*prlatlng $250,000 to rebuild the uni- 
versity.

He has been the 
projected candidate of his party for 
United States senator, and would have 
strengthened Illinois in the senate 
could he have been chosen to that body. 
Like many others, he is debarred from 
democratic usefulness now, however. 
He says of Bryan: 


He is a man of half-truths—the most 


dangerous sort of mau for great re- 
sponsibilities. And, as might be ex- 
pected of such a man,, he is responsive 
to any radicalism under the sun. He 
has a bright, lively intellect, but no 
power of profound thought, no capacity 
for deep study, and no taste for wrde 
reading or experience. He is unsafe, 
having no serious gift uf statesman- 
ship. He was at first frank and open 
and courageous; he now has deterior- 
ated, and resorts to c^apaign tricks, 
unfairness ana disguise. 


This diagnoses Bryan alike as he 


was and as he is. The Herald at one 
time commended him j.^i- being "open, 
frank anl couraeougs," but it now 
fully agrees with Mr. MacVeag-h that 
he has badly deteriorated.—Boston 
Herald.

EDUCATION FOR WOMEN. " 


IntereMlnK Prediction Made by Pres- 


ident Anjcell In Hi« Report. 


President AngeJ! submitted to tha 


board of regents the other day the an- 
nual report of the University of Michi- 
gan for the year ending June 30. He 
called attention to the fact that in the 
literary department of the university 
women now constitute 47 per cent of 
the students, says an Ann Arbor dis- 
patch to the Chicago Times-Herald. 
He said that the rapid increase In the 
number of women who are obtaining 
collegiate training is one of the most 
striking educational facts of the time. 
Not only is the proportion of women to 
men in all of tha so called coeducation- 
al Institutions annually growing, but 
the attendance upon the "annexes" and 
In the strictly women's colleges 18 
swelling so rapidly as to test the capac- 
ity of the Institutions to care for the 
etudents. 
He believes that before 


many years the number of college bred 
women in the nation will equal that of 
the collecjo bred men. 


The number of students that Michi- 


gan sent to the university during the 
last year was -,000, or 132 more than 
in the previous year. Tho Michigan 
fr'tiTrlontci fv>n«tltntf» Tienrly fv4 TIPT cent 
of the whole attendance. Illinois en- 
larged Its attendance from 328 to 354, 
Ohio from 100 to 215, Indiana from 113 
to 129, Iowa from k4 to 04. The wom- 
en In the university numbered 714, of 
Whom 634 were In the literary depart- 
ment und 40 In medicine and surgery. 
The Increase in altenaance of women 
IB 40 over the preceding year. 
The 


ratio of men to vomon In the unlvcr- 
elty remains as It has been, about five 
to one.

Tha inauguration of Dr. Henry B. 


Pritchett. former chief of the United 
States coast and geodetic eurvey, a* 
president of the Massachusetts insti- 
tute of Technology took olace In the 
new Symphony hall, Boston, today. A 
dflstinguishfcd company was present, 
including representatives of colleges 
and universities from all l.»rt* of tha 
country and of M. I. T. alumni or- 
ganizatlon<3. The oi-tire ma'.n body of 
the hall was illied with students 1 250 
or more In number. Brief addresses 
wer* made by Senator Keurv Cabot 
Lodge, by Col. T'lsmas L. Liivermoie 
on behalf of the co/porailon and bv 
former President Craas. 


The principal feature was the In- 


augural 
address of 
the 
incoming 


president. Dr. Pritchett, on-which sreat 
interest was felt M vie AT ol his widet 
practical ex»e'.-'ic-n:b us director of 
perhaps the most inruxirtrim puiely 
csientiflc bfjn.uh of the sroveir.'inent 
service. His subject was "The Rela- 
tion of Educated Men 10 the State." 


The speaker s insistence upon the 


obligations of tTu ins'rutlons of high- 
er learning to nainca-.n about them- 
selves an atmosphere favorable to the 
growth of a wholesome type of civic 
virtue was 
considered 
appropriate 


and inspiring, Coming, as it happens, 
upon the eve of a national election. 


Dr. Pritchett explained that for some 


years past as an executive officer of 
the general government, he had been 
obliged to study the graduates of col- 
leges and of technical schools from the 
standjoint of their efficiency in com- 
parison, with other men rather than 
from the standpoint m the teacher— 
do things rather than from the stand- 
point of knowing how to do things. 
In this capacity he had been forced 
to consider the relation of educated 
men to the government, to compare 
their service to it with the service ren- 
dered by others. He called attention, 
to the fact that a constantly grow- 
ing1 proportion of the important places 
of the government are passing into the 
hands of college men and he asked the 
question whether the training receiv- 
ed in our insitutions of higher learning 
merely gave men increased power or 
did the college life also fit men for pa- 
triotic and loyal and unselfish service 
to the state. 


In considering this question he called 


attention to the fact that the state 
represents the whole people, that in 
this capacity it had fciven generously 
to higher education both through the 
general government in land grants and 
through the state governments by di- 
rect taxation. Even the older univer- 
sities like Harvard is*Jl Yale ha'd -at 
some time, almost without exception, 
received aid from the o^ate. Harvard 
was really founded by the conrmon- 
\vealth of Massachusetts. The state 
lias, therefore, the right to ask what 
sort of instruction is being given in the 
higher institutions, and to know that 
in these institutions uxen are trained 
in high idesls of their civic duties. 


"While maintaining that on the whole 


the institutions for higher education 
has justified the aid which, they TTad 
received 
fjom the state. 
President 


Pritchett 
brought forward 
certain 


qualities of education upon which he 
conceived ttr* state had a right to in- 
sist and which had not always been 
remembered. He said, "The state has 
a right to expect of those educated in 
a large measure by its aid a decent re- 
spect for the services of the state." 
He deprecated the widespread tenden- 
cy to belittle government service, and 
to ascribe lightly the worst motives to 
public men. "The government of the 
United States," he said, "is honestly 
conducted, and 
notwithstanding the 


crudenes sof some legislation and fRe 
half-hearted service of a few, those 
who know best the machinery of the 
general government have a rational op- 
timism concerning the success of de- 
mocratic institutions and a wholesome 
respect for those who work in public 
service. Educated men will find in 
increasing numbers their best career 
in the state's service and college men 
should be the last to misunderstand 
and belittle it." 


Another quality of the education giv- 


en to the youth upon which tlie state 
has a right to insist is its catholicity. 
"No system of education," said he, "is 
a good one in which the students and 
graduates get out of touch with the 
frreat body of their fello^r citizens. 
The higher institutions of learnin™, 
if they are to fill their real place, must 
be not only for the people but of the 
people." 


"Beyond all 
such 
considerations, 


however, and including them all, is 
the quality of citizenship which ou 
education is likely to produce and what 
education ought to mean." 


President Pritchett referred to the 


literature of the subject, quoting Aris- 
totle's summary, "What is education 
and how are we to teach, aiid are we 
to aim at the development of the intel- 
lest or the moral character?" He call- 
ed attention to the fact that the whoTe 
aim of modern education was the at- 
tainment of power, and to this end the 
intellect alone was considered in the 
training given to young men. He said 
that the state was interested in hav- 
ing in its service, keen, efficient. Intel- 
lectual men, but that it was still more 
invested in finding men of courage 
and patriotism and unselfishness. 
In 


other words, in the service of th* state, 
if not, indeed, in all service, character 
counted for more than intellect and 
unless the training of the colleges and 
of the universities produced men who 
were not only intellectually able, but 
who were also strong in civic virtue, 
they fell short of their full duty. "The 
.*.._;> v. V.o s^aciuatc fr?v" ""r hlfhor In- 
stitutions," h© said, "should, along 
with the training of their m.nds, grow 
into some sort of appreciation of their 
duties to the state, and they should 
come to know that courage and pa- 
triotism and devotion rank higher In 
this world's service than scholarly fin- 
ish and brilliant intellectual power." 


President Pritchett then took up in 


the light of these remarks, the charac- 
ter of the training whlrh comes from 
the study of applied science and called 
attention to the wise 
forefi«rht 
of 


President Rogers and his associates in 
estimating the value of a scientific 
training, not only a» a fitting for prac- 
tical life, but also In Us development 
of character. In closing, as he turned 
to address the great body <>f students 
occupying the central portion of the 
great hall, they rose as one man and 
remained standing during' the five min- 
utes of the president's personal appeal 
to them. The impressive appearance 
of t;»js iicjily in iuuiib ;;.• :•• i-" 1 !•'roni;, 
waa one of the feature* of the occasion.

Change! of Climate. 


Professor Arrhenius, who has recently 


investigated the causes of secular varia- 
tions in the temperature at the earth's 
surface, thinks that they are more prob- 
ably due to changes in the amount of 
carbonic acid in the atmosphere than to 
rariations in the heat of the sun. If the 
•mount of carbonic acid that the air now 
v.ontains were diminished a little more 
than one-half, the mean temperature all 
o-'or the earth would drop about 8 de- 
grees, which would be sufficient to bring 
on another glacial period. On the other 
hand, an increase of carbonic acid to be- 
tween two and three times its present 
amount would raise the mean tempera-

Back From tbe Frocen Tiortb. 


At the Marine fospital In San Fran- 


cisco, legless and hopeless, lies Herman 
Myrus, who tells this tale of suffering 
and despair In the far north, says tbe 
New York Journal: 


"We left here on March 16, 1899, on 


the Narwhal and went up to Cape 
Nome. There our troubles began. The 
miners wanted provisions very badly, 
and our captain sold the greater part 
of our stores. After that we went on 
short rations, and my matey, Elstrom, 
and I left the ship when off B ley 
Island. 


"We slid over the vessel's side, took 


three dogs, a sled and some provisions 
and started on a 300 mile journey to 
the mouth • of the Mackenzie 
river, 


where we found, a snow house built by 
some Indians. It snowed for two days, 
and when we burrowed down to our 
sled to get at our provisions we found 
that the dogs had eaten everything. 


"Elstrom and I decided that we must 


kill the dogs for food and take chances 
on making the rest of the journey on 
foot. I shot one of them, and we drank 
its blood. We were going to eat ita 
meat.'but the next morning when we 
tried to cut its hide it was frozen hard- 
er than iron. Then Elstrom gave up. 
That day he fell asleep and never 
awakened. I could not keep any track 
of the time after that. 


"Some days afterward, I don't know 


just how many, I saw a sled and two 
men crossing the ice not more than 500 
yards away. I was frantic and fired 
the rifle. The men stopped and looked 
around, and I fired the rifle again. That 
seemed to decide them. They started 
the dogs and were soon out of sight. I 
found out afterward that they thought 
that I was crazy and were afraid that 
I would shoot them If they came near- 
er. Five days after they came back, 
and I was saved. 


"They took me pack to the Narwhal, 


and I lay there eijrht days before they 
did anything to my frozen legs. Then 
the captain of the Grampus took them 
off. 
They sent me home on the first

One Month's *7?i3l In IlllTioI 


Ertiis'r ftoyy Kc^aUn. 


Commissioner of Public Works Moore 


has finished the first month's test of 
Evanston's new garbage crematory, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. The test 
has so far provided the efficleccy and 
economy of the plant that the Evans- 
ton authorities regard it as highly sat- 
isfactory, but the test will continue for 
sonio clays yet, when it_will be accept- 
ed by the city if it meets with the re* 
quiroments. 


The plant Is an experiment, being the 


first one of the kind erected in the 
United States. In the 30 days it has 
been tested more than 200 tons of gar- 
bage have been cremated, and only 
four tons of residue remain. One ton 
of coal incinerates ten tons of garbage. 
The guaranteed capacity of the phmt 
is 12 tons every 24 hours. During the 
test 12 - tons were consumed in 11 
liours, with tbe furnace filled to three- 
fifths its capacity. It required only 
8,400 pounrls of coal to incinerate the 
12 tons of garbage. 


The furnace is so constructed that all 


obnoxious gases arising from the damp 
garbage arc reconvened into tbe fur- 
nace. This prevents the gases from es- 
caping, and it is so successful that 
there is no perceptible odor about the 
plant. Commissioner Moore thinks that 
if tho test proves satisfactory the plant 
will be a good investment from an eco- 
nomical standpoint, as well as enabling 
the city to get rid of the old garbage 
dump, which has long been disagreea- 
ble and a menace to the health of the 
•AeoDle of JSvanston.

Harrow Eacape From Capture Relat- 


ed bjr the Ex-Secretary of State. 
How Him Humor Once Brought Him 
Out of •» Unpl*M»at roMttlttm With 
M«ch Credit. 
Among Hie anecdotes related about 


the late Senator John Sherman, ex- 
secretary of state, the following are 
of timely interest: 


A stranger once caught Senator 


Sherman with a stolen pocketbook. 
The ex-secretary of state used to teJl 
the story with great gusto, Bays the 
Chicago Chronicle. His friends main- 
tain, and he claims, that be was al- 
ways fond of a joke. This joke was 
on him. 


One busy day In July, 1880, the leg^s- 


"Intor left Columbus, O., where he bad 
been "mending his fences," as he used 
to call it, and took a train for his 
home in Mansfield. He was in a par- 
lor car reading a paper and enjoying 
himself as well as the heat would per- 
mit when he noticed that the persons 
In the rear of the car were talking ex- 
citedly. 
The conductor was In the 


aisle gesticulating and seeming ready 
to weep. The senator paid no more at- 
tention to the matter and was about 
to resume his perusal of the day's 
news when a man tapped him on the 
shoulder. 


"Pardon me, sir," said the stranger, 


"but the conductor has lost his pocket- 
book with $200 in It." 


"That's too bad," responded the sena- 


tor, keeping his eyes glued on the po- 
litical column. 


"Have you that purse?" persisted the 


man. 


"I have not," said the statesman 


curtly, but inwardly amused that he 
could be taken for a thief. 


"I think you have," declared hla per- 


secutor. 


This was too much for Sherman. He 


sprang to hia feet in anger. 


"I am Senator Sherman, sir! Do you 


mean to insinuate that I am a thief? 
Go away from me at once!" 


"I know you nre Senator Sherman," 


was the reply; "also I do not Imply 
that you are a thief, but the pocket- 
book is in your valise." 


The tall senator grabbed his travel- 


Ing bag and yanked it open. On top 
of Its contents was a soiled shirt, next 
was a collar and beneath a pair of py- 
jamas. As he pulled the latter out a 
pocketbook fell from the folds and to 
the floor. It was the conductor's prop- 
erty. 


Senator Sherman was all the more 


embarrassed because he could not im- 
agine how the,article had coune in bis 
valise. 
The persistent stranger al- 


lowed him to fret a few minutes before 
he explained. The senator had gone in 
the dressing room after the train left 
Columbus and overhauled the con- 
tents of his valise. In replacing the ar- 
ticles, which he had laid in the seat, 
be caught up the conductor's purse, 
which had been mislaid. 
When the 


trainman missed his property and re- 
lated the circumstances, the passenger 
who talked to Senator Sherman had 
figured out what had happened and 
made bold to "play horse" with the 
statesman. 
Senator Sherman after- 


ward declared he enjoyed the Joke only 
when the mystery was solved. 


Ex-Secretary of State Sherman told 


the members of President McKlnley's 
cabinet while they were interestedly 
discussing the Cuban situation that be 
once had a hair curling adventure In 
Cuba. 
It embraced the story of a 


weird plot by Cuban banditti to kid- 
nap the Ohio senator and two other 
distinguished Americans and to hold 
them In ransom In the fastnesses of 
the interior. The aged statesman said 
he had departed from Havana before 
he learned of the conspiracy against 
his liberty, Rut the evidence was so 
circumstantial that he was compelled 
to believe It. 


With General McCook and Congress- 


man Manderson, in the spring of 1887, 
Senator Sherman made a tour of Cu- 
ba. The Island was then In a state of 
peace, and the legislators saw little 
that was exciting. A few days pre- 
vious to their departure, however, Sen- 
ator Sherman was Interested In the 
story about a big sugar plantation at 
Colon, and told the captain general be 
would like to see it 


"But the country up there Is Infested 


with banditti," remonstrated the Span- 
ish official. "It would be a dangerous 
trip." 


The American Insisted on going, 


however, and the captain general fur- 
nished them with an armed squad. 
Suspicion as to the Integrity of the 
owner of the sugar plantation, Pedro 
Lamberto Fernandez, was strong, and 
the officials warned the guard to watch 
the employees and their superiors 
closely. The trip was made hurriedly, 
Uio visitors suffered no molestation 
and returned to Havana without inter- 
ruption. But after they had left the 
sugar plantation there was an exciting 
Incident, 


Sancho Matagas, leader of a strong 


band of Cuban banditti, rode up to the 
plantation with 20 armed men. They 
dismounted and surrounded the build- 
ings. The first act of the robbers wan 
to kill an overseer who communicated 
to them the unwelcome Intelligence 
that the Americans had gone. Then 
they searched aii the buildings and re- 
ceived confirmation of the news. A 
pursuit was talked of, but the hoped 
for prey bad obtained too much of a 
start 


When the story of the projected raid 


and kidnaping was brought to Hava- 
na, the authorities sent an expedition 
to capture Matagas and make an In-

Testlgatlon. They did not catch the 
Cuban bandit chief, but they ascer- 
tained that the story of the plot against 
Sherman and his friends was true. It 
was a bold conspiracy. The banditti 
had expected to secure a rich ransom 
for their intended captives. They had 
beard of Senator Sherman's reputed 
fortune of $2,000,000 tod knew his 
body was worth a pile of money. 


Senator Sherman was shocked when 


he heard, in safety, of his narrow es- 
cape, but he smiled grimly and remark- 
ed that it was undoubtedly a Joke on 
the Cuban bandit. 


While In congress Mr. Sherman made 


Tery little reputation as a humorist, 
but a flash of mother wit on one occa- 
sion brought him out of an unpleasant 
position with much credit The occur- 
rence wns early In Mr. Sherman's ca- 
reer. It was trlien he went to Kansas, 
the member of a congressional commit- 
tee, to investigate the conditions there 
preceding the civil war, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. The southerners were 
trying to introduce slavery, while "the 
liberty loving sons of irassaehusetts" 
were practicing expansion with Sharp 
rifles and abolition tracts. The pres- 
ence of Mr. Sherman and the commit- 
tee was resented by the southerners, 
whothreatened personal violence. What 
happened on the occasion referred to is 
told In Mr. Sherman'aown words: 


"One day a man entered the room 


and began to swear at the committee. 
He abused It in the most profane man- 
ner, and he was evidently spoiling for 
a flght. We had a stenographer with 
ne, and as soon as the man began to 
talk I made a motion to him to take 
down his words. He did so, and after 
the ruffian had gone on for about ten 
minutes I called a bait and told him 
that he had made himself liable to ar- 
rest I thereupon asked him if he knew 
what he had been saying and called 
upon the stenographer to read hi§ 
notes. Shorthand was then unknown 
In the west, and as the man heard his 
exact words his jaw fell, his face paled 
and he acked the amanuensis to let him 
see the paper. It was shown to 
WOT. 


He looked at It for a moment, and then, 
frantically tearing hla hair, he exclaim- 
ed, 'Snakes, by C»*ar!' and niched 
from the room. We did not see him. 
again during the investigation."
